DO THE WORKERS CRAVE STRIKES? 


The country is protected by act of 


congress passed some years ago against 
the great loss that would ensue from a 
quick trigger railroad strike. 


The procedure works out in this, fash- 


ion as applied to the prevailing dispute— 
the railroads decided a wage cut of 15 per 
cent was essential to save them from a 
united collapse, whereupon a conference 
became necessary between the manage- 
ment and the unions. All men know that 
conferences which include a discussion by 
each side of the other's claims often bring 
settlements satisfactory to ail concerned. 
But in case that pleasant result fails to 
mature there is provided by law the Fed- 
eral Mediation Board which seeks from 
the broken pieces to create if possible a 
formula of solution. 
If this attempt fails, 


however, the railroads and the unions will 
be asked to arbitrate their differences. 
If they consent to arbitration the dispute 
is ended when the arbitrators bring in 
their report. 
If either side declines to 


arbitrate, the President will appoint a 
committee to ascertain and set up the act- 
ual facts in order that the public may 
sweep aside the many and bewildering 
charges and countercharges, and form a 
conclusion based as nearly as possible 
upon actuality. 


That is a picture of intelligence en- 


throned. 


But substitute for that situation a 


Chevrolet plant in Detroit, a Maytag plant 
in Iowa, or ships arriving in port heavy 
•with freight. And immediately we aban- 
don our cool intellectual processes and be- 
gin picking up stones and clubs. 


At Maytag for instance a 10 per cent 


wage cut was posted on the bulletin board. 
Ko notice was required other than the 
dread news itself. 
It probably -shocked 


the workers as though someone had tum- 
bled a barrel of ice water on them. They 
wouldn't stand for it. And that is the 
natural answer the world over of worker 
and employer alike when suddenly and 
unceremoniously confronted with a sharp 
reversal of fortunes. 


So, of course, there was a strike. The 


men lost about half a million dollars in 
wages. 
The management at least didn't 


make anything. The town was in a tur- 
moil. The whole affair was handled from 
start to finish just about the way our 
cave-man ancestors might have handled a 
grievance. The quarrel even went to the 
stage of abolishing constitutional 
priv- 


ileges. Then, under {he force and anxiety 
created by guns and gas and bayonets it 
was suddenly adjusted and probably un- 
justly. 


Note the difference in the two forms of 


disputes. In thc railway controversy the 
nearly one jr.illion men are kept at work. 
Trains run. 
Freight and passengers arc 


moved. There is no evidence of thc prim- 
itive instincts gaining thc ascendency. 


Yet there is ::o force used upon the 


workers. 
They are asked only by the law 


to follow a formula that lias generally 
brought peace and with it the contentment 
for which we supposedly strive. The dif-

Russia maintains in the Far East would be 
foolish in the extreme since he who fights 
one enemy at a time is much more likely 
to succeed than he who throws down the 
gauntlet to all potential enemies at once. 


Russia's restraint in the face of the 


almost unparalleled provocation to war 
may be traced not only to the inherent 
fear that Soviet leaders nourish that their 
regime will collapse in case of conflict 
but they may continue to look toward Ber- 
lin with a good deal of apprehension for 
the Hitler government has shown surpris- 
ing agility in grabbing something for it- 
self the moment its ancient enemies are 
concerned in other difficulties. 


Russia has apparently mapped out its 


course for world conflict and 
conquest 


with the expectation of never itself declar- 
ing war and never as a nation becoming 
involved in one. 


Moscow works patiently and persistent- 


ly to this end. 
It helped Barcelona gen- 


erously. But when submarines, which it 
well knew belonged to Rome, sank its 
ships and slew its subjects it roared but 
did nothing. It has prepared in this same 
deceptive manner for Japan by arming, 
training and supervising 
vast 
Mongol 


hordes whose territory lies west and south 
of Manchukuo. And now, since the Chi- 
nese are popular the world over in this 
struggle for their existence it is openly 
supplying them with war equipment as 
fast as it can get the same to them. 


Wisely has Russia figured that her fu- 


ture lies in Asia. The conflict in Europe 
she knows is too formidable for her. Her 
emissaries there, scattered in every capi- 
tal, have been unable to find fertile soil 
for the seeds of discord. To the European, 
however, distraught. Russia has absolute- 
ly nothing to offer but misery. 


But Asia is another story. 
And the 


majority of Russians are Asiatic in origin 
and belong in the Orient. 


Besides the East offers rare induce- 


ments for communism in the shape of un- 
lettered millions,

SOME WAYS OF COOKING FISH 


By Uillon Wallace 


NDIANS r.re, as a rule, dubs at 
cookery, but they have some ex- 
cellent and 
original, methods, 


and the bakec fish of the Labrador 
Montagnais is one that may be rec- 
ommended without reserve, partic- 
ularly for the fisherman who pre- 
pares his own meals in camp It is 
a method commonly used by the In- 
dians in cooking namaycush (lake 
trout), pike and other large fish. 


A kettle of good size is necessary. 


The bottom of this is covered with 
a single layer of sliced fat mess 
pork, about one-quarter pound. The 
fish is prepared in the usual way. 
removing head, fins and tail, cut 
into pieces of convenient size, wash- 
ed, and without drying sprinkled 
with salt and placed in the kettle 
upon the sliced pork. The kettle is 
covered and set over a slow fire, 
preferably a thick bed of glowing 
coals. No water is used. The fish 
will not burn 
over an 
ordinary 


^slow-cooking fire. Rub two heaping 
~ tablespoonfuls of flour 
into two- 


thirds of a pint of water until per- 
fectly smooth When the fish has 
cooked for twenty minutes pour the | 
flour mixture over it. cover and i 
permit it too1.: cook for six to eight1 
minutes longer. This is an unusually 
palatable dish. 
j

broiled fish, and are easily pro-' 
pared over an open fire. The plank 
should *be at least an inch and a 
half thick, ana about two feet long 
and ten inches wide to accomodatc 
large fish. If this is of dry. sawn 
timber, hickory, ash or birch, it will 
served for a long time. If split fresh 
in thc wood?, use a sweet wood 
such as birch 


Split thc fish down thc back to 


clean, and not down the belly. Re- 
tove head fins and tail, then wash 
jid dry. Place the plank on edge 
/icar the fire and heat it well, but 
not so close as to scorch. Lay thc 
fish flat upon the heated plank, 
flesh side up. and secure it well 
wifh hemp iwine, wrapped around 
fish 'and plank. A pliable wire will 
serve, though the twine will not 
burn unless placed too near the fire 
to properly cook the fish without 
burning it. Set the plank upon edge 
on the ground with the fish expos- 
ed to the hest. reversing the ends 
now and again to insure an even 
distribution 
of 
heat. 
Fifteen 
or 


twenty minutes will be suff-cient, 
depending upon the size of thc fish. 
It may be tested with a fork, and 
when the fish flakes and the out- 
side is nicely and delicately brown- 
ed it is done. While the fish cooks 
it may be basted, if desired, by at- 
taching a pieco of fat bacon or pork 
to the end of a slick and gently 
rubbins the drippings occasionally 
over the fish. Sprinkle with salt, 
and serve from thc plank. Instead 
of basting 
fish well 
fire and while hot. Anyone who 
has never planked fish will find it 
a revelation.
